The  Hiwassee  MTigersM  enjoyed  their  mos: 
successful  season  since  1951  with  a record  of 
three  wins  f lour  losses  and  one  tie.  The  Tigers 
started  with  only  seven  veterans  returning. 
Kenneth  Chambers,  a triple  threat  tailback 
from  Rockford,  Tenn.,  was  elected  captain  of 
the  team;  Gene  Shambaugh  and  Andrew  Spur- 
ling  were  alternate  co-captains.  The  team, 
under  the  leadership  of  head-coach  Howard 
Davis  and  backfield  coach  C.  N.  McDowell,  was 
impressive  as  they  showed  high  spirit  and  de- 
termination throughout  the  year. 

On  Sept.  Maryville  College  defeated  Hi- 
wassee by  the  score  of  26-6.
